American8 are now quietly holding all of the line that 
they had been ordered to take. They were so enthusias­ 
tic in the push that the officers had a hard time in hold­ 
ing them back. 


Field Marshal H aig's British army has won 
an overwhelm ing victory in northern France and 
Germans forced into a new retreat over a 
front of 20 m iles, giving up Lens, Queant, Wul- 
verghem, Pronville and possibly other places. 
The sm ashing of the W otan line, the com m and­ 
ing position supporting the northern end of the 
Hindenburg line, the occupation of Lens and 
Queant and the continued sw eep onward of the 
British represents a triumph com parable with 
the victory at the Marne. 
The British advanced four m iles on a 20- 
m ile front in Flanders, capturing over 10,000 
prisoners on M onday and adding an enormous 
number of captives to this toll today. Nearly all 
of the ground taken by the Germans in their five 
big d r iv es this year either has been recaptured by 
the allied armies or is m enaced with immediate 
occupation. 
East of Arras the allied troops are standing 
on territory that has been held by the Germans 
since 1914.

With the ^ritish Army on the Flanders Front, Sept. 3.—En 
lering the famous Wotan switch line on a 9,000-yard front, Brit 
ish troops today have penetrated to a depth of 4,000 yards, shat 
tering the north wing of the Hindenburg defenses. Simultaneous­ 
ly with this great success, in which more than 10,000 prisoner* 
were taken the British captured Lens, for which bitter fightinp 
has been waged for years. 
The Wotan line was considered the 
German Gibralter of the western front. 
The Germans threw 
down their guns and surrendered by the thousands. This is be­ 
lieved to be one of the turning points of the war because of the 
many strategic moves that may result. 
The gateway has been onened to the great French coal fields 
which the Germans have held since 1914. 
Lille, which the Ger­ 
mans have been using as a base ever since the early days of the

Already British patrols are pushing in the direc 
mighty German bases at Cambrai and Douai.

whole German front running far into Belgium and southward into 
the Picardy plains has been shaken by the British victory. ‘The 
Hindenburg line, which the Germans term their “Gibralter in 
France, ’ is crumbling, while the British on every side are striking 
sledge hammer blows. 
As the British pound away at the north- 
trn flank, the French and Americans are thrusting against the 
southern flank. 
The Germans continue their retreat across a 
great front, pursued and harassed by the allied troops.

London, Sept. 3.— At least 10,000 German prisoners were 
captured in the great battle on Monday along the northern end 
of the western front, it was estimated in a press dispatch from 
the British front todav. 
It is assumed that the hulk of these 
prisoners were raptured south of the Scarpe river where the 
British broke through the Drocourt-Queant switch, smashing it 
over a width of three miles.
